Rotogiavure 

by  I.  S.  Mertte 


The  historical  background  of  Rotogravure  rsas  given  in 
an  article  by  Mr.  Mertle  in  the  'June  issue  of  GAM. 


Intaglio  printing  presses  may  be 
divided  into  two  general  classes: 
rotary  and  sheet-fed  types,  but  re¬ 
gardless  of  their  construction,  the 
essential  operations  necessary  for 
the  production  of  a  photointaglio 
(rotogravure)  printing  surface 
(whether  cylinder  or  flat  copper 
plate)  are  as  follows:  (1)  Copying 
of  the  original  by  making  a  con¬ 
tinuous  tone  negative;  (2)  a  con¬ 
tinuous  tone  transparency  (posi¬ 
tive)  is  made  from  this  negative; 
(3)  special  carbon  tissue  is  exposed 
behind  either  a  grain  or  ruled 
screen,  and  then  given  a  second 
exposure  to  light  behind  the  trans¬ 
parency;  (4)  the  exposed  carbon 
tissue  is  mounted  and  developed  on 
the  cylinder  or  plate;  (5)  the  nega¬ 
tive  carbon  print  so  produced  acts 
as  a  regulatory  resist  in  etching  the 
copper  surface  with  solutions  of 
ferric  chlorid;  and  (6)  the  etched 
cylinder  or  plate  so  produced  is 
placed  on  the  press  and  intaglio 
impressions  taken  therefrom. 

In  producing  the  continuous  tone 
negatives  from  the  copy  intended 
for  gravure  reproduction.  Aims  are 
usually  employed  for  single-color 
work;  dry  plates  are  utilized  for 
color  reproduction,  to  insure  regis¬ 
tration  of  the  component  images  in 
the  tri-  or  four-color  set.  Regard¬ 
ing  copy  submitted  to  the  roto  gal¬ 
lery:  best  results  are  secured  from 
soft  copies,  possessing  clear,  dis¬ 
tinct  tones  in  the  lights  and 
shadows.  Excessively  flat  or  too 


contrasty  originals  should  not  be 
submitted,  as  considerable  retouch¬ 
ing  will  be  required  on  such  images 
to  secure  a  presentable  result.  Type 
matter  to  appear  with  the  illustra¬ 
tions  is  usually  proofed  direct  on 
cellophane  and  dusted  with  carbon 
black  for  greater  opacity. 

After  any  necessary  correction 
of  the  continuous  tone  negatives, 
performed  either  by  retouching 
with  pencil  or  by  staining  certain 
areas  of  the  image  with  special  dye 
solutions,  continuous  tone  positives 
are  made  from  the  negatives,  usu¬ 
ally  by  contact  in  the  case  of  small 
images,  or  by  projection  in  the 
camera  if  the  positive  is  to  be  of 
large  size. 

The  main  photographic  require¬ 
ments  for  a  good  rotogravure  posi¬ 
tive  are:  (1)  Freedom  from  physi¬ 
cal  blemishes  and  technical  errors 
in  exposure  and  development;  (2) 
uniformity  of  image;  (3)  neutral 
color  of  silver  deposit;  (4)  sharp 
and  fine-grained  image;  (5)  proper 
and  proportional  tonal  rendition 
as  compared  to  the  original;  and 
(6)  a  density  range  conforming  to 
the  particular  requirements  of  the 
various  factors  in  the  process  — 
carbon  tissue,  etching,  as  well  as 
ink,  paper,  and  condition  of  press 
us^  for  printing. 

On  completion  of  the  positives, 
the  next  step  is  to  make  up  the 
form,  first  ruling  up  a  sheet  of 
paper  to  the  size  of  the  job,  taking 
care  to  show  the  margins  and  ac-

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tual  positions  for  the  illustrations. 
This  sheet  of  paper  is  placed  on  an 
illuminated  stripping  table,  a  sheet 
of  glass  laid  on  the  paper,  and  the 
positives  as  well  as  cellophane  type 
matter  then  placed  in  the  positions 
shown  on  the  ruled  sheet.  The  posi¬ 
tives  and  text  matter  are  then 
fastened  to  the  glass  with  gummed 
tape  or  other  adhesives. 

Printing  down  of  the  positive  on 
the  carbon  tissue  is  the  next  opera¬ 
tion.  The  tissue  itself  is  merely 
paper  coated  with  a  complex  mix¬ 
ture  of  gelatin,  appropriate  earth 
pigments  and  certain  other  ingre¬ 
dients  to  promote  good  working 
quality.  Carbon  tissue  is  a  com¬ 
mercial  article  of  trade,  the  most 
popular  being  that  made  by  the 
Autotype  Company,  with  their 
G-11  Autotype  Carbon  Tissue  en¬ 
joying  special  favor  among  gravure 
workers. 

Sensitization  of  the  tissue  is  as  a 
rule  performed  on  the  premises 
(ready-sensitized  tissue  deteriorates 
very  rapidly),  and  is  effected  by 
simply  floating  the  gelatin  coating 
on  an  aqueous  solution  of  potas¬ 
sium  bichromate,  of  say,  3  per  cent; 
the  exact  strength  of  solution  is 
dependent  on  the  type  of  illumina¬ 
tion  used  for  exposure  under  the 
positive.  The  actual  period  of  sen¬ 
sitization  is  kept  at  three  minutes, 
after  which  the  tissue  is  with¬ 
drawn  from  the  bath  and  the 
sheets  flrmly  squeegeed  onto  highly 
polished  sheets  of  chromimn-plated 
steel;  they  are  then  set  aside  to  dry 
uniformly  in  thermometrically- 
regulated  (about  70®  F.)  chambers, 
so  as  to  prevent  undue .  distortion 
of  the  material.  The  time  of  dry¬ 
ing  ranges  from  2  to  4  hours,  but 
this  has  been  drastically  reduced 
by  use  of  a  recently  invented  ap¬ 
paratus,  details  of  which  cannot 
be  published  at  the  present  time. 

With  the  sensitized  tissue  at 


hand,  the  next  step  in  the  process 
is  the  dual  exposure  of  the  tissue 
under  the  rotogravure  screen  and 
the  assembled  form  of  positives. 
Mention  has  already  been  made  of 
the  mezzograph  (“grain”)  screens 
used  in  colorgravure,  but  some  at¬ 
tention  must  also  be  devoted  to  the 
ruled  screens  for  intaglio  purposes. 
These  differ  from  the  standard 
halftone  screen  in  that  they  consist 
of  a  ruling  of  transparent  lines, 
which  border  opaque  squares,  the 
width  of  the  lines  usually  being 
one-third  that  of  the  circumscribed 
opaque  squares. 

Rotogravure  screens  are  gen¬ 
erally  ruled  150  or  175  lines  to  the 
inch,  and  are  made  in  two  styles: 
the  first  is  a  glass  plate  ruled  with 
intersecting  transparent  lines  on 
an  opaque  ground,  while  the  second 
type  is  a  ruled  and  etched  grating 
consisting  of  opaque  lines  and 
transparent  squares.  Whereas  the 
first  type  of  screen  is  intended  for 
direct  printing  on  the  carbon  tis¬ 
sue,  screens  of  the  second  class  are 
considered  as  “master  screens,”  and 
are  only  intended  for  the  purpose 
of  making  photographic  copies; 
these  copies  are  used  for  printing 
down  on  the  tissue,  thus  preserv¬ 
ing  the  master  screen  and  elimi¬ 
nating  the  liability  of  breakage. 

The  sensitized  tissue  is  first  ex¬ 
posed  in  a  vacuum  frame  under 
this  screen,  resulting  in  an  image 
or  network  of  light-hardened  (in¬ 
soluble  lines,  which  will  serve  later 
as  confining  walls  for  the  ink-cavi¬ 
ties  or  pits  in  the  printing  surface, 
and  also  act  as  bearers  for  the  ink- 
removing  doctor  blade. 

The  carbon  tissue  is  then  re¬ 
moved  from  the  vacuum  frame  and 
given  a  second  exposure  under  the 
positive  form,  thereby  producing  a 
continuous  tone  negative  carbon 
image  divided  into  tiny  squares,  the 
exposure  (insolubility)  of  which 
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If  a  Printer  were  given  a  list  of  the  names 
under  which  various  makers  of  rollers  desig¬ 
nate  their  product,  he  would  he  at  a  loss  to 
know  which  one  to  choose  or  where  to  place 
his  order. 

Therefore,  selection  of  Rollers  is,  or  should 
be,  made  from  name  and  reliability  of  the 
manufacturer,  rather  than  from  the  name  of 
the  product,  no  matter  how  attractive. 

There  is  more  interest  in  knowing  what  a 
roller  will  do  than  in  knowing  what  it  is  made 
of  or  by  what  method.

gree  of  transparency  existing  in 
the  positive. 

After  exposure  of  the  tissue,  it  is 
ready  to  be  laid  down  on  the  cop¬ 
per  surface — whether  flat  plate  (for 
sheet-fed  presses)  or  cylinder.  The 
former  principle  of  employing  cyl¬ 
inders  consisting  of  a  steel  core 
covered  with  a  thick  film  of  elec- 
trolytically  deposited  copper  has 
largely  given  way  to  the  Ballard 
process,  in  which  a  very  thin  film 
of  copper  is  deposited  on  the  cyl¬ 
inder  that  has  been  previously  pre¬ 
pared  in  an  electrochemical  man¬ 
ner.  This  deposit  of  copper  is  so 
thin  that  it  may  be  peeled  off  the 
cylinder  after  delivery  of  the  re¬ 
quired  number  of  impressions,  and 
another  film  of  copper  then  de¬ 
posited  on  the  cylinder. 

Before  applying  the  exposed  tis¬ 
sue  to  the  cylinder  or  plate,  the 
copper  surface  is  first  freed  from 
any  grease  by  treatment  with  a 


2.5  per  cent  solution  of  sodium  hy 
droxid,  after  which  a  solution  of 
common  salt  and  acetic  acid  is  ap 
plied  to  eliminate  any  oxidation  on 
the  surface  of  the  metal.  At  the 
moment  of  transferring  the  tissue, 
a  stream  of  water  is  played  over 
the  cylinder  while  the  tissue  is  be¬ 
ing  squeegeed  into  contact  with  a 
rubber  roller. 

Development  is  effected  with  hot 
water  in  a  manner  very  similar  to 
that  of  making  a  photographic 
carbon  print.  The  water  soon  com 
mences  to  dissolve  the  layer  of 
soluble  gelatin  in  intimate  contact 
with  the  paper,  permitting  the 
paper  support  to  be  stripped  off  the 
gelatin  film,  after  which  develop 
ment  is  completed  by  laving  the 
image  with  hot  water.  The  final 
developed  image  takes  the  form  of 
an  insoluble  gelatin  relief. 

With  development  completed,  the 
cylinder  is  cooled  down  in  cold

lor  the  Non-Metropolitan  Shop 


WHAT  shall  we  create?"  Briefly, 
whatever  an  open,  alert  mind 
tells  us  the  customer  needs  or  can 
use  to  advantage.  Creative  printing 
is  ordinary  salesmanship  applied  to 
the  printing  business. 

Since  the  term  is  generally  con¬ 
sidered  in  connection  with  direct 
advertising,  we  shall  first  consider  a 
few  small-shop  possibilities  in  this 
field;  but  bear  in  mind  that  all  the 
suggestions  in  the  world  will  not 
bear  fruit  unless  they  stimulate 
thought  and  action  on  the  part  of 
the  reader. 

No  one  form'  of  direct  advertising 
is  more  economically  successful  nor 
more  generally  neglected  by  print¬ 
ers,  than  the  humble  government 
postcard.  Almost  any  business  of 
any  size  can  use  postcards  to  ad¬ 
vantage.  They  cost  little  to  print  in 
one  or  more  attractive  colors;  lend 
themselves  with  equal  facility  to 
large  or  small  mailings;  can  be 
printed  both  sides  if  desired,  leaving 
the  proper  address  space  blank. 

The  customer’s  postage  is  the 
stock  cost;  the  cards  travel  flrst 
class  and  are  read  by  several  per¬ 
sons  besides  the  one  addressed. 
They  are  available  quickly  when 
needed,  and  are  just  as  well  adapted 
to  the  planned  campaign. 

Postcards  make  admirable  “teas¬ 
ers”  preceding  a  larger  piece,  such 
as  a  catalog.  After  the  catalog  has 
been  mailed,  the  little  cards  come 
into  their  own  again  as  reminders, 
calling  attention  to  certain  features 
in  the  catalog  from  time  to  time. 
Best  of  all  from  the  advertiser's

viewpoint  (and  that’s  the  slant  we 
MUST  keep  in  mind)  postcards 
ARE  READ.  There  is  an  almost 
universal  curiosity  concerning  a 
postcard  message  —  why,  you  read 
’em  yourself! 

Really,  there’s  almost  no  limit  to 
postal  advertising  potentialities;  it 
is  one  form  that  is  far  from  being 
overworked. 

And  the  cards  are  as  easy  to  pro¬ 
duce  as  they  are  desirable  from  an 
advertising  standpoint.  For  long 
runs  they  come  40  on  a  sheet,  or 
where  two  sides  are  to  be  printed 
it  is  often  acceptable  to  use  the  reg¬ 
ular  double  reply  card  and  cut  them 
apart  after  printing. 

The  printer  is  not  permitted  to 
charge  a  profit  on  the  sale  of  gov¬ 
ernment  postcards  aside  from  his 
profit  on  the  printing  operation, 
BUT  he  is  allowed  to  add  a  five  per 
cent  surcharge  for  handling  and  in¬ 
surance  when  cards  are  supplied  by 
the  customer,  and  ten  per  cent  when 
the  printer  pays  for  the  cards  and 
bills  the  customer.  'This  is  almost 
standard  practice  and  should  be 
followed  to  prevent  losses. 

Postcards  spoiled  in  printing  are 
redeemable  in  quantities  of  100  or 
more  at  75  per  cent  of  their  face 
value.  Every  time  you  spoil  one, 
chuck  it  in  the  desk  drawer  and 
when  you  have  accumulated  100, 
take  them  to  the  postoffice  and  col¬ 
lect  your  six  bits. 

At  the  same  time  we  sell  postcard 
orders  we  will  also  advocate  en¬ 
velope  stuffers  and  package  inserts 
from  the  same  forms,  giving  the

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customer  added  service  and  the 
shop  extra  revenue. 

Blotters  are  recognized  as  being 
valuable  forms  of  creative  advertis¬ 
ing,  though  their  expense  is  some¬ 
times  against  them.  However,  blot¬ 
ters  have  high  retention  value,  and 
this  point  should  be  impressed  on 
the  customer. 

When  someone  in  the  organiza¬ 
tion  can  write  good  sales  and  col¬ 
lection  letters  the  font  of  typewriter 
mats  (or  the  case  of  typewriter 
type)  can  be  kept  busy  by  selling 
form  letters.  They  use  up  letter¬ 
heads,  too.  With  the  “ribbon”  faces 
now  available,  there  is  no  need  to 
print  these  letters  through  a  ribbon, 
and  for  all  ordinary  purposes  the 
printed  kind  will  do  as  well  as  mul- 
tigraphed  ones,  while  being  far  su¬ 
perior  to  the  mimeographed  variety. 
There  is  not  much  difference  in  cost 
to  the  customer. 

Once  started  in  the  advertising 
field  other  ideas  will  come  to  the 
printer  who’s  really  on  the  job,  but 
there  are  hundreds  of  ways  in  which 
common  “Print’n”  can  be  lifted  into 
the  creative  class. 

A  Michigan  printer  with  a  flair 
for  bookkeeping  and  systems  has 
built  up  a  good  business  in  oflice 
and  factory  forms  designed  to  save 
his  customers  time,  labor  and 
money.  He  is  an  authority  on  such 
work  and  in  frequent  demand  as  a 
consultant  when  new  systems  are 
being  considered  —  often  being 
given  the  job  of  working  out  the  en¬ 
tire  system.  Every  form  he  devises 
is  laid  out  according  to  the  point 
system.  Boxed  heads  are  as  few  and 
simple  as  possible,  often  being  dis¬ 
pensed  with  entirely  by  running  the 
headings  above  the  ruled  portions. 
He  saves  every  cent  he  can  for  the 
customers  —  they  like  it,  he  is  mak¬ 
ing  money,  and  doing  “creative 
printing.” 

Another  printer  has  developed 
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two  good  stationery  ideas.  Already 
having  a  clientele  of  lawyers,  doc¬ 
tors  and  professional  men,  he  con¬ 
ceived  the  idea  of  printing  “profes¬ 
sional”  style  personal  stationery  for 
the  town’s  bankers,  moving  picture 
theater  owners,  and  other  “leading 
citizens.”  It  went  over  big. 

He  then  devised  several  clever 
humorous  letterheads,  using  stock 
cuts  and  a  few  lines  of  catchy  copy. 
These  he  sold  to  the  practical  jokers 
of  his  town,  and  repeat  orders  are 
coming  in  on  this  class  of  business. 
Jokesmiths  will  pay  two  or  three 
dollars  for  100  “funny”  letterheads 
when  they  gripe  about  six  bucks  a 
thousand  for  business  stationery. 

Stores,  too,  can  be  sold  letter¬ 
heads  and  envelopes  in  different 
color  combinations  for  special  sell¬ 
ing  events,  dressed  up  with  one  or 
two  stock  cuts  from  the  mat  service. 

Statements  and  form  letters  de¬ 
signed  to  fit  window  envelopes  are 
sold  by  printers  when  the  customer 
a^ks  for  them,  but  mighty  few  of  us 
are  going  out  of  the  way  to  increase 
this  business.  Another  creative  op¬ 
portunity. 

The  ideas  given  here  are  for  small 
jobs,  but  enough  small  jobs  to  keep 
the  shop  busy  will  pay  better  than 
one  or  two  big  ones  on  which  every 
printer  in  town  is  asked  to  quote. 
“Anyone  could  think  of  stuff  like 
that,”  says  the  critic.  Yeah  —  but, 
brother,  they  ain’t! 

This  short  article  doesn’t  begin 
to  scratch  the  surface;  if  it  will 
stimulate  a  few  to  keep  eyes  and 
ears  open,  become  idea-conscious 
and  actually  do  some  selling  instead 
of  waiting  for  the  customer  to  take 
the  stuff  away  by  main  force,  it  will 
have  served  its  purpose.

o.  What  an  INVOICE  IMPLIES 


Persons  in  the  front  office  deal 
with  invoices.  Even  when  a 
“boss”  in  a  one  man  shop  stops  his 
production  operations  —  whether 
they  be  typesetting,  presswork  or 
bindery-work  —  and  makes  out  a 
bill  for  a  job,  he  is  for  that  moment 
a  “front  office”  man. 

My  purpose  in  this  article  is  to 
magnify  the  importance  of  the  in¬ 
voice.  Seemingly,  it  is  belittled  by 
many  printers.  It  should  be  con¬ 
sidered  as  important  as  any  envoy 
representing  the  management  of 
the  printing  business.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  so  the  dictionary  makers 
tell  us,  the  word  “invoice”  and  the 
word  “envoy”  are  the  same  in 
origin— “one  dispatched  upon  an 
errand  or  mission.” 

Such  an  envoy  bears  the  name  of 
the  sender  and  the  kind  of  busi¬ 
ness  in  which  he  is  engaged.  Such 
a  messenger  conveys  to  the  pur¬ 
chaser  whose  name  should  be  writ¬ 
ten  in  full  legal  form — as  debtor  to 
the  seller  —  full  particulars  of  the 
character  of  the  merchandise  de¬ 
livered,  or  services  rendered,  and 
the  price  charged  therefor.  It 
should  state  definitely  the  terms 
under  which  the  service  is  rendered 
or  goods  sold,  including  in  plain 
language,  when  payments  must  be 
made  and  in  what  manner. 

Much  could  be  said  about  the 
manner  in  which  the  “envoy” 
should  represent  the  sender  in  the 
form  of  message,  style  and  sub¬ 
stance,  to  convey  to  the  recipient 
the  desired  impression  concerning 
the  character  and  the  quality  of 
service  rendered  by  the  sender  of

the  “envoy.”  However,  this  phase 
will  be  passed  with  the  suggestion 
that  printers  might  see  fit  to  use 
this  idea  of  the  importance  of  the 
invoice  by  advising  customers  to 
use  better  quality  of  paper  and  pos¬ 
sibly  two  colors  of  printing  when 
having  invoices  printed. 

A  printed  invoice  implies  that  the 
printing  business  sending  it  out  as 
an  “envoy”  is  organized  to  render 
the  kind  of  service  stated  thereon. 
Possibly,  it  might  be  well  for  each 
printer  to  study  his  own  invoice 
critically  to  determine  if  the  lan¬ 
guage  used  in  describing  his  busi¬ 
ness  is  exactly  what  he  wants  to 
convey.  Just  the  word  “printing” 
may  not  be  sufficient  to  convey  this 
exact  information. 

Recently,  a  millionaire  printer  — 
at  least  he  was  one  before  1929— 
who  specializes  in  high  class  adver¬ 
tising  and  publication  printing  and 
employs  about  200  persons,  was  ad¬ 
vised  to  send  to  his  fellow  members 
of  an  exclusive  club,  reprints  of  a 
magazine  article  concerning  his 
achievements  as  a  printer. 

“No,  that  will  not  do,”  said  the 
printer.  “It  would  cause  me  a  lot 
of  grief,  for  only  about  twenty  of 
those  1500  members  have  the  kind 
of  printing  I  am  equipped  to  do.  If 
your  suggestion  were  followed  I 
would  be  bothered  with  orders  for  a 
thousand  letterheads,  or  wedding 
invitations,  or  some  other  jobs  that 
we  would  have  to  turn  down.” 

This  man’s  invoice  and  his  letter¬ 
heads  convey  exact  information 
concerning  the  character  of  his  op-

Slugs  Damaged  in  Ejection 
O  Will  you  suggest  how  we  may 
I  stop  the  lending  down  of  last 
letter  on  our  linotype  slugs? 

I  think  the  slugs  are  injured  in 
the  process  of  ejection.  I  have  used 
new  liners  and  have  adjusted  the 
side  knives  without  helping  any. 

We  have  a  model  L  linotype  and 
set  12-point  slugs. — E.  C.  K.,  Mar- 
thasville.  Mo. 

A  Several  factors  may  contribute 
/^,to  damage  the  end  letters  of 
linotype  slugs  in  ejecting  from  the 
mold  cell  and  in  passing  through 
the  knife  block  and  side-trimming 
knives.  Check  carefully  the  follow¬ 
ing  details: 

1.  Some  older  machines  have  an 
adjustable  base  plate  with  set 
screws,  the  mold  slide  resting  upon 
it  as  it  travels  back  and  forth.  If 
this  base  plate  in  the  course  of  long 
use  settles  too  low,  the  mold  disk 
locking  studs  and  bushings  wear 
correspondingly,  and  the  slug  may 
bruise  against  the  base  liner  in  the 
knife  block,  when  it  should  clear  it. 
Raise  this  base  plate  by  means  of 
its  adjusting  screws  until  the  mold 
slide  is  held  reasonably  snug  yet 
free  in  travel.  The  studs  should 
then  enter  the  bushings  freely  with¬ 
out  lifting  the  mold  disk  or  slide 
when  entering. 

2.  If  the  damage  still  persists, 
the  lower  left-hand  knife  adjusting 
screw  (long)  which  passes  just  un¬ 
derneath  the  slug  in  entering  the 
knife  block,  may  be  warped  upward 
or  bent  into  contact  with  the  pass¬ 
ing  slug,  bruising  the  end  letter. 
Remove  and  straighten. 


3.  A  metal  accumulation  may 
form  along  the  base  liner  of  the 
knife  block,  or  the  spring  plate 
guides  may  become  loose  or  bent, 
the  slug  contacting  a  bruise  along 
the  rib  side.  Clean  out  metal  and 
tighten  the  plate  guides. 

4.  The  ejector  blade  may  eject 
the  slug  top  end  first  instead  of 
both  at  once,  throwing  the  slug  into 
a  bind  on  the  end  liners  and  drag¬ 
ging  down  the  end  letter  below  the 
face  level.  Dress  or  fit  the  blade  to 
a  true  contact  and  ejection  with  no 
end  drag  visible  on  either  liner. 

5.  If  the  liners,  either  of  them, 
have  a  feather  overhang  or  bruise 
at  the  top,  where  the  liner  should 
show  a  true  end  face,  this  should  be 
dressed  away  or  beaten  back  care¬ 
fully  to  maintain  a  true  edge  taper 
for  free  ejection. 

6.  The  knife  wiper  should  safely 
clear  the  slug  in  ejection. 

7.  The  mold  slide  support  screw 
(at  left)  should  lightly  touch  its 
bearing  face  in  casting  position. 
This  support  is  then  maintained  in 
ejection. 

The  source  of  trouble  should  be 
located  and  eliminated  through 
study  of  ail  contributing  factors.

Punctuation  Marks 

^Here  in  our  office  the  question 
I  has  been  raised  at  different  times 
regarding  the  proper  size  punctua¬ 
tion  marks  to  use  when  justifying 
small  caps  in  by  hand  —  say  when 
using  18-point  caps  as  small  caps 
with  24-point  type.  The  question  is, 
shall  we  use  an  18-point  comma 
or  a  24-point  comma  following  the 
word  in  18-point  caps  which  is  be¬ 
ing  justified  into  the  24-point  line. 
I  am  sending  you  a  proof  of  the  line 
of  type,  set  two  ways.  If  it  does  not 
seem  too  trivial,  I  would  like  your

answer.  While  this  matter  is  being 
discussed,  there  is  another  question 
which  sometimes  bothers  me  when 
I  see  display  heads  set  with  a  differ¬ 
ent  type  of  quotes  from  those  used 
in  the  machine-set  text  matter  in 
the  article  immediately  following.  I 

How  about  “This”  or 
"This”  in  the  heading 
when  following  text 
has  quotes  made  with 
the  commas  inverted.^ 

refer  to  the  use  of  the  inverted 
comma  in  one  case,  and  the  other 
type  of  opening  quote  which  comes 


with  some  fonts  of  type.  I  am  also 
enclosing  a  proof  to  illustrate  the 
question  which  I  would  like  for  you 
to  decide.  I  often  wonder  why  the 
type  founders  do  not  provide  some 
kind  of  opening  quote  with  all  those 
types  in  which  the  comma  is  placed 

“Too  low  on  the  body 

so  high  on  the  type  body  that  it 
looks  out  of  place  when  inverted.— 
Des  Moines,  Iowa. 

We  would  say  that  while  your 
« question  might  be  regarded  as 
trivial  by  some  printers,  it  would 
come  within  the  range  of  typo¬ 
graphical  niceties  in  which  typog¬ 
raphers  generally  should  be  inter¬ 
ested.  If  the  problem  were  dumped 
on  our  “judicial  bench”  for  deci¬ 
sion,  we  would  immediately  rule  in 
favor  of  the  use  of  the  24-point 
punctuation  marks.  The  use  of  the 
smaller  comma  would  come  in  the 
same  category  as  putting  in  a 
smaller  punctuation  mark  when 
setting  type  in  a  font  in  which  reg¬ 
ular  small  caps  are  provided.  We 
believe  that  most  proofreaders 
would  mark  the  18-point  comma  as 
a  wrong-font.  Your  second  ques¬ 
tion  is  one  that  is  often  overlooked 
—  even  in  offices  which  pride  them¬ 
selves  on  their  typographical  con¬ 
sistency.  We  would  go  on  record 
here  in  favor  of  the  use  of  the  same 
type  of  opening  quotes  as  is  used  in 
the  text  matter  accompanying  the 
heading.  Thank  you  for  sending  in 
the  proofs  —  they  tell  the  story  bet¬ 
ter  than  words. 
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Filing  Type 

Q  In  our  composing  room  we  have 
^  to  do  a  good  deal  of  filing,  both 
an  foundry  type  and  on  machine- 
cast  slugs.  Can  you  recommend  any 
particular  kind  of  file  which  will  do 
this  work  best  without  filling  or  be¬ 
coming  clogged?  It  seems  that  most 
of  those  which  we  get  become  filled 
with  metal  almost  as  soon  as  we 
start  to  use  them. — Little  Rock,  Ark. 

M  Your  hardware  dealer  should 
/Ijoo  able  to  provide  you  with  an 
aluminum  file.  This  is  quite  a 
coarse  file,  and  if  small  type  is  to 
be  filed,  it  may  be  too  coarse.  How¬ 
ever,  for  filing  large  type,  and  for 
taking  the  ribs  off  machine  slugs, 
as  is  sometimes  necessary,  the  alu¬ 
minum  file  —  in  8-  or  10-inch 
length  —  will  be  found  a  good  in¬ 
vestment.  If  any  amount  of  small 
type  fitting  is  required,  you  will  find 
that  several  assorted  files  come  in 
very  handy  —  which  you  can  choose 
as  occasion  arises.  We  suggest  that 
a  good  vise  is  needed  in  every  com¬ 
posing  room  which  does  any 
amount  of  careful  hand  work. 
Small  bench  vises  can  be  had  for 
two  to  five  dollars,  and  will  prove 
useful  in  almost  any  shop.  We  are 
not  sure  whether  the  following  sug¬ 
gestion  will  be  considered  orthodox, 
but  it  has  saved  considerable  time 
in  makeup  in  more  than  one  shop: 
When  you  find  a  column  just  a 
trifle  long  in  cheap  publication 
makeup,  and  time  is  an  object,  put 
a  few  slugs  at  a  time  in  the  vise  — 
being  careful  to  square  —  and  apply 
the  pressure.  We  have  seen  this 
done,  too,  when  trimming  knives 
were  out  of  adjustment  so  that 
slugs  were  thicker  at  one  end  than 
at  the  other.  Of  course,  this  may 
be  regarded  as  a  makeshift,  but 
sometimes  it  does  the  work  when 
just  that  sort  of  work  is  needed  — 
and  needed  in  a  hurry. 
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necessary  to  saw  the  plates  on  the 
urown  apart  to  achieve  registration. 
After  the  work  was  printed,  there 
was  some  difficulty  experienced  in 
keeping  margins,  for  the  bleed  even 
throughout  the  cover  was  for  a  sad¬ 
dle  stitched  booklet.— Detroit,  Mich. 
^  Without  doubt,  your  trouble 
/I ,  on  your  blue  plate  was  due  to 
a  warped  wood  block  which  induces 
rocking  and  undoubtedly  gives  you 
spots  which  were  not  uniform 
throughout.  A  plate  the  size  of 
yours,  should  be  run  from  a  patent 
base.  With  the  use  of  a  patent  base, 
you  would  have  been  sure  of  your 
heights  and  absolutely  certain  other 
times  of  having  a  perfectly  flat 
plate  that  would  have  eliminated  a 
great  deal  of  your  trouble  in  this 
respect. 

Your  brown  plate  was  of  such 
design  that  undoubtedly  the  orig¬ 
inal  was  made  from  a  pasted  up 
proof  and  some  variation  in  regis¬ 
tration  was  possible  in  photograph¬ 
ing. 

Making  a  subject  of  this  nature  in 
one  plate  is  rather  expensive  as  the 
various  portions  are  so  widely 
spread  that  it  would  have  been 
more  economical  to  have  had  each 
section  made  in  a  plate  for  itself. 
Registration  would  have  been  a 
simple  matter  in  this  regard  had 
you  been  employing  a  patent  base. 

Your  cover  being  of  a  saddle 
stitched  type  could  have  very  well 
been  scored  when  printing  the  in¬ 
side.  This  would  have  made  it  a 
simple  matter  for  the  bindery  to 
maintain  registration  to  allow  for 
uniform  trimming.  Scoring  rule

Color  of  White  Paper 
O  We  would  like  to  have  you  make 
I  some  remarks  in  your  Graphic 
Arts  Monthly  department  on  the 
general  subject  of  color  of  white 
paper.  We  hear  so  much  about 
blue-white,  cream-white,  natural- 
white,  pink-white,  ad  infinitum,  in 
the  various  shades  of  white  paper, 
that  it  arouses  some  curiosity  on 
our  part  when  the  subject  is  men¬ 
tioned. — Baltimore. 

First,  it  may  be  pertinent  to 
mention  that  whiter  whites  in 
the  blue-white  shade  have  become 
possible  to  a  greater  extent  lately 
than  some  few  years  ago.  This  has 
been  due  principally  to  the  im¬ 
provement  in  certain  dyes  used  in 
the  making  of  these  white  shades. 

Blue-white,  cream-white,  nat¬ 
ural-white,  pink-white,  etc.,  are 
shades  of  white  that  are  really  and 
fundamentally  largely  a  matter  of 
taste.  It  is  true  that  the  country 
by  and  large,  representing  the  ad¬ 
vertising  and  printing  market,  has 
expressed  itself  largely  in  favor  of 
more  and  more  blue-white  shades. 
It  is  also  true  that  for  certain  book 
work;  for  fine  type;  for  certain 
types  of  paper,  such  as  rough  sur¬ 
faced  novel  book  papers;  the 
warmer  softer  whites  in  the<  natural 
or  cream  shades  are  more  restful  to 
the  eye. 

In  other  pages  of  previous  issues 
of  this  publication  we  have  dis¬ 
cussed,  generally,  the  relationship 
between  color  of  ink,  or  toner  in 
ink,  and  color  of  paper. 

This  question  of  color  in  white 


paper  inspires  a  desire  to  describe 
something  of  color  in  terms  the 
paper  chemist  would  use.  We  all 
know  that  a  sheet  of  paper  in  the 
daylight  looks  quite  different  than 
it  does  when  looked  at  under  night 
lighting.  We  are  accustomed  to 
daylight  lamps  in  retail  selling 
when  we  buy  neckties  and  other 
haberdashery,  or  we  often  carry 
goods  of  this  nature  to  a  window 
where  we  can  look  at  them  from  an 
outside  light. 

It  is  common  knowledge  in  paper 
mill  practice  that  a  piece  of  paper 
examined  in  one  room  is  often 
more  attractive  than  it  looks  in  an¬ 
other  room.  We  have  often  heard 
that  a  north  light  is  the  best  light 
for  examining  paper  samples.  The 
reason  is  that  a  north  light  is  dif¬ 
fused  and  can  have  no  sunlight 
shining  directly  upon  the  object  of 
our  vision  (unless  we  are  south  of 
the  equator).  A  north  light  from 
a  cloudy  sky  is  best;  clear  light 
coming  from  an  area  beyond  the 
window  that  is  not  obstructed  by 
other  buildings  close  by. 

The  chemist  points  out  that  light 
is  striking  paper  in  a  series  of  wave 
lengths  and  the  paper  selects  cer¬ 
tain  colors  from  the  light.  A  cer¬ 
tain  amount  of  the  color  is  ab¬ 
sorbed  and  another  amount  is  re¬ 
flected  to  our  eyes,  and  that  is 
what  we  see. 

He  says  that  while  light  is  made 
up  of  all  colors,  for  sake  of  simple 
discussion,  we  may  assume  it  to 
consist  of  three  primary  colors: 
red,  yellow  and  blue;  and  that  light 
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ansuuerad

striking  a  nice  bright  white  paper 
would  reflect  to  us  thirty-three 
parts  of  each  to  make  an  approxi¬ 
mate  total  of  one  hundred  per  cent 
in  composition  of  all  colors  to  make 
white. 

For  the  sake  of  simplicity  he 
groups  absorption  and  reflection  of 
light  into  one  general  term  and 
talks  about  the  influences  that  can 
affect  the  light  shining  upon  the 
paper  and,  therefore,  affect  the 
color  of  the  paper  as  it  looks  to  us. 

The  change  in  the  color  structure 
in  the  making  of  the  paper  may 
be  described  in  terms  of  dyes 
merely  by  saying  that  dyes  that 
absorb  different  ratios  of  red,  yel¬ 
low  or  blue,  produce  a  different 
effect,  so  we  have  numerous  shades 
of  white,  due  to  the  variation  of 
the  amount  of  light  absorbed  and 
the  amount  of  light  reflected. 

This  is  the  main  reason  why  a 
paper  mill  inspector,  or  one  who  is 
thoroughly  familiar  with  the  vari¬ 
ous  influences  of  light  upon  the 
color  of  paper,  chooses  no  standard 
method  or  position  for  examining 
paper  for  color.  He  judges  the  con¬ 
ditions  of  the  room  in  which  he  is 
located  and  goes  to  a  north  light, 
if  possible,  holding  the  paper  in 
such  a  way  as  to  get  away  from 
the  reflection  of  light  or  glare  on  it 
and  to  be  able  to  see  it  with  a  cer¬ 
tain  amount  of  accuracy  in  the 
judgment  of  his  eye.  He  must  find 
that  one  point.  It  may  be  a  posi¬ 
tion  with  the  paper  held  in  front 
of  him  and  the  light  behind,  or 
with  the  paper  held  down  towards 
his  knees,  or  any  one  of  a  number 
of  different  positions.  When  he 
finds  the  position  where  he  can 
examine  the  paper  under  the  best 
light  conditions  he  then  makes  a 
shift  of  all  the  samples  he  is  com¬ 
paring  so  that  he  can  get  the  ex- 
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**Gltie  and  Super^^ 

O  Could  you  without  too  much 
I  trouble  give  us  some  informa¬ 
tion  and  advice? 

We  have  a  prospective  customer 
for  about  30,000  copies  of  Paper 
Sample  Books.  There  will  be  about 
110  single  piece  samples  of  paper 
in  each  book.  They  will  vary  from 
light  weight  bonds  to  double  thick 
covers  in  thickness.  The  finished 
book  will  approximate  in 

thickness.  It  is  very  desirable  that 
the  book  open  fiat. 

Heretofore  this  book  has  been 
side  wire  stitched,  but  that,  of 
course,  precludes  the  fiat  opening 
feature  so  much  desired.  We  have 
investigated  and  are  still  consider¬ 
ing  such  methods  of  binding  as 
Spiral,  Wire-O  and  Plastic,  but  the 
objection  to  these  types  of  binding 
is  the  size  of  the  wire  or  plastic 
comb  needed  and  the  extent  to 
which  it  extends  beyond  the  bound 
edge  of  the  book  itself. 

We  are  intrigued  by  the  cement 
process,  by  which  the  binding  edge 
of  the  various  pieces  and  sections 
are  in  effect  padded  with  cement 
sufficiently  flexible  to  make  a  reas¬ 
onably  durable  binding.  See,  for 
example,  the  magazine  Direct  Ad¬ 
vertising,  and  Metropolitan  Tele¬ 
phone  Directories. 

We  would  like  information  on 
the  following  points: 

(a)  Is  this  process  patented  and  is 
its  use  confined  to  licensees? 

(b)  Does  it  require  any  special  ma- 
-  chinery? 

(c)  Could  it  be  done  by  any  com¬ 
petent  binder  provided  he  used 


the  correct  cement,  b.  ushed  it 
on  in  the  proper  amount,  and 
used  a  super  for  additional  re¬ 
inforcement  and  cement  ab¬ 
sorbing  properties? 

Cd)  If  your  answer  to  question  "c” 
is  in  the  affirmative,  what  ad¬ 
hesive  cement  would  you  rec¬ 
ommend? 

( e)  Assuming  your  answer  to  ques¬ 
tion  "c”  to  be  in  the  negative, 
have  you  the  address  of  any 
trade  binders  who  have  the 
necessary  license  to  do  this 
type  of  binding  or  who  have 
developed  it  to  where  we  could 
expect  a  satisfactory  job  from 
them?  The  nearer  to  our  city 
we  could  have  this  work  done 
the  greater  saving  there  would 
be  in  freight  charges. 

Any  other  suggestion  you  may 
have  that  will  tend  to  help  solve 
our  problem  will  be  greatly  appre¬ 
ciated. — R.  J.  H.,  Buffalo,  N.  Y. 

A  Answering  your  question  re- 
plating  to  “glue  and  super” 
binding,  this  is  not  a  patented 
process.  It  is  accomplished  by 
trimming  off  the  back  of  the  sec¬ 
tions  so  that  the  leaves  are  free. 
The  back  is  then  roughened  with 
a  file  or  roughing  machine  and  a 
coat  of  good  grade  flexible  glue  is 
worked  into  the  roughened  leaf 
edges.  Then  a  piece  of  super  is  ap¬ 
plied  to  the  back,  and  over  and  into 
the  super  is  worked  another  coat 
of  the  flexible  glue.  The  cover  is 
then  applied  in  the  usual  manner. 
While  you  can  do  this  job  in  a 
makeshift  manner,  best  results  are 
obtained  on  “Perfect  Binding”  ma- 
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cUines  manufactured  by  the  Sheri¬ 
dan  Company.  No  doubt  there  is 
such  a  machine  located  in  your 
city.  If  not,  you  can  readily  learn 
from  the  Sheridan  Company  the 
location  of  the  nearest  machine. 

While  the  “glue  and  super”  bind¬ 
ing  is  satisfactory  for  some  pur¬ 
poses,  I  feel  certain  that  you  will 
be  thoroughly  dissatisfied  with  pa¬ 
per  sample  books  produced  in  this 
manner.  When  a  book  is  composed 
of  soft,  light  leaves  of  uniform 
thickness  (such  as  news  print) , 
then  “glue  and  super”  produces  a 
satisfactory,  temporary  binding.  If 
the  leaves  vary  in  weight  and  are 
of  hard  character,  the  book  breaks 
apart  when  opened.  Particularly  is 
this  true  in  a  book  such  as  you 
speak  of  where  the  variation  in 
weights  and  material  will  be  from 
light  weight  bond  to  double  thick 
cover.  The  bond  will  surely  break 
at  the  cover  samples.  Also,  as  the 
bonds  will  progressively  vary  in 


weight  according  to  water-mark, 
the  book  will  break  at  the  heavier 
weights.  Then  again,  the  bonds 
will  not  take  the  glue  well. 

The  most  satisfactory  flat  open¬ 
ing  binding  to  date  for  a  book  such 
as  you  are  to  produce  is  either  the 
Spiral,  Wire-O  or  Plastic,  but  as 
you  say  there  is  the  objection  of 
the  appearance  and  size  of  the 
wire.  If  these  objections  are  your 
only  reason  for  determining  against 
this  style  of  binding,  the  following 
will  be  of  interest  to  you.  Just  re¬ 
cently  a  well-known  bookbinder 
brought  into  my  office  for  purposes 
of  applying  for  patent,  a  new  bind¬ 
ing  which  incorporates  the  Spiral, 
Wire-O  or  Plastic  and  which  over¬ 
comes  the  objections  in  appearance 
of  the  wire  and  its  extension  be¬ 
yond  the  book.  I  was  just  in  touch 
with  him  on  the  ’phone  and  he  ad¬ 
vised  me  that  he  would  be  very 
glad  to  make  you  up  samples  show-

treme,  or  opposites,  or  color  in  the 
several  samples  he  is  comparing. 
By  shifting  them  around  he  gets 
some  rather  interesting  combina¬ 
tions  and,  incidentally,  quite  often 
first  judgment  of  which  is  the  best 
color  of  three  or  four  samples  of 
paper  is  changed  by  every  one  in 
a  group  after  the  papers  have  been 
shifted  around  into  different  com¬ 
binations  for  comparison. 

Perhaps,  the  very  best  condition 
under  which  paper  can  be  com¬ 
pared  for  color  is  the  condition  like 
is  used  in  a  dye  factory,  where  the 
expert  is  sitting  in  a  room  painted 
neutral  gray  with  no  color  any¬ 
where  around  him,  so  that  his  eye 
does  not  absorb  any  color.  Under 
these  conditions  a  sample  of  a 
color  is  compared  to  a  standard 
sample  and  his  judgment  is  very 
quickly  made. 

The  importance  of  color  is,  in  the 
opinion  of  a  great  many  advertis¬ 
ing  men,  printers  and  paper  men, 
especially,  rather  exaggerated  in  a 
great  many  instances.  There  are 
very  pretty  colors  in  white  in  all 
the  different  various  shades  of  nat¬ 
ural  or  cream,  pink,  blue,  etc.  This 
is  what  makes  it  really  a  matter 
of  taste  to  a  considerable  extent. 

For  those  who  have  never  taken 
the  time  to  compare  shades  of 
white  papers  and  really  reach  a 
definite  decision  as  to  which  one  is 
whitest,  it  would  be  very  interest¬ 
ing  to  them  to  take  a  dozen  differ¬ 
ent  samples  of  white  Bond  paper, 
or  a  dozen  different  samples  of 
white  coated  paper,  or  white  Eng¬ 
lish  Finish  paper,  and  go  through 
the  various  stages  of  shifting  them 
around  in  various  combinations 
under  an  unobstructed  north  light 
and  see  how  their  decisions  will 
change  as  to  which  is  the  best  of

any  two  samples,  or  the  best  of  the 
lot,  before  they  reach  a  final  con¬ 
clusion. 

Such  an  experimental  observa¬ 
tion  will  point  out  what  every 
paper  man  knows,  which  is  that  the 
poor  white  is  a  muddy  white,  no 
matter  what  shades  it  comes  to, 
whether  blue,  cream,  yellow,  red 
or  what.  A  bright  white,  as  differ¬ 
entiated  between  any  particular 
shade  of  white,  is  what  everybody 
really  wants. 

Of  course,  this  subject  is  too  long 
to  be  well  treated  superficially  and 
the  comment  in  this  issue  is  merely 
to  inspire  a  little  greater  interest 
upon  the  part  of  advertising  buy¬ 
ers  and  printers,  in  what  it  is  they 
really  want  when  they  specify  blue- 
white,  cream-white  or  pink-white, 
or  any  particular  shade  of  white 
paper.  Our  argument  is  that  what 
they  really  want  is  a  bright  white 
and  a  bright  white  may  not  be 
particularly  blue  or  particularly 
pink. 

Then,  too,  it  is  very  interesting, 
as  many  printers  have  found  from 
experience,  to  see  the  effect  of 
toned  inks  in  halftone  printing  on 
the  paper  and  its  relation  to  the 
color.  A  heavy  form  with  not  much 
paper  showing  would  look  entirely 
different  than  a  light  form  with  a 
lot  of  paper  showing.  It  is  remark¬ 
able  how  anything  but  a  muddy 
white  in  coated  or  plain  halftone 
papers  will  be  different  degrees  of 
brightness,  but  not  very  far  apart 
in  brightness.  It  is  possible  to  have 
brightness  on  an  ivory  shade  of 
paper  in  the  contrast  between  the 
highlights  and  the  middletones  of 
halftone  printing. 

It  would  really  be  better  if  every¬ 
one  discussed  and  chose  color  of 
paper  on  the  basis  of  the  printed 
page  rather  than  the  blank  sheet, 
unless  the  paper  is  going  to  be  used 
as  blank  paper.

ing  by  elimination  of  water) ,  after 
which  the  cylinder  is  placed  before 
an  electric  fan.  All  parts  that  are 
not  to  be  etched  are  then  painted 
in  with  asphalt  varnish,  whereupon 
the  cylinder  or  plate  is  ready  for 
etching. 

To  reduce  the  danger  of  tissue 
distortion  to  the  lowest  possible  de¬ 
gree,  the  sensitizing,  printing,  de¬ 
veloping  and  etching  rooms  are 
usually  air-conditioned,  with  a  uni¬ 
form  temperature  (about  70®  P.) 
kept  the  year  ’round  in  all  cham¬ 
bers. 

Etching  of  the  tissue-covered 
copper  surface  takes  place  with  fer¬ 
ric  chlorid  solutions,  which  have 
been  previously  chilled  before  ap¬ 
plication  to  the  resist.  The  princi¬ 
ple  of  rotogravure  etching  is  that 
the  carbon  tissue  (resist)  is  of 
varying  thickness  and  offers  resist¬ 
ance  to  the  penetration  of  ^he  iron 
solution  wherever  the  action  of 
light  has  hardened  the  gelatin.  As 
etching  proceeds,  the  ferric  chlorid 
penetrates  the  tissue  in  the  same 
ratio  that  the  previous  light-ex¬ 
posure  has  insolubilized  it.  Since 
the  highlights  of  the  image  possess 
the  greatest  insolubility  (and  the 
thickest  deposit  of  gelatin),  the 
mordant  has  lesser  penetration  in 
these  areas,  and  is  therefore  pro¬ 
ductive  of  the  least  depth.  The 
greater  penetration  of  the  iron  so¬ 
lution  through  the  relatively  thin 
film  of  gelatin  in  the  shadow  areas 
produces  a  proportionately  greater 
depth,  in  this  way  providing  pits  or 
cells  capable  of  retaining  the  vol¬ 
ume  of  ink  necessary  for  portrayal 
of  the  darker  tones.  The  illustra- 


tions  below  show  the  difference  in 
impressions  produced  by  a  relief 
halftone'  plate  and  an  intaglio 
printing  surface.  Note  that  in  the 
relief  impression  the  tones  are  rep¬ 
resented  by  dots  of  varying  size, 
whereas  in  rotogravure,  the  cells 
are  of  uniform  dimension  and 
shape,  but  being  etched  to  different 
depths,  they  hold  varying  quanti¬ 
ties  of  ink  for  transfer  to  the  paper. 
The  pronounced  screen  formation 
in  the  rotogravure  impression  is 
largely  obliterated  in  the  process 
of  printing,  the  porosity  of  the 
paper  causing  the  semi-fluid  ink 
to  spread  beyond  the  confining 
walls  or  cells,  thus  rendering  them 
less  discemable  to  the  naked  eye. 


Enlargement  of  Rotogravure  Impression 

Actual  etching  is  performed  by 
flooding  the  cylinder  with  ferric 
chlorid  solution,  which  is  poured 
on  to  the  cylinder  while  it  is  re¬ 
volving  in  a  shallow  trough  con¬ 
taining  additional  iron  solution.  As 
concentrated  solutions  of  ferric 
chlorid  will  not  penetrate  gelatin, 
it  is  usual  to  employ  progressively 
weaker  solutions.  From  four  to  six 
baths  may  be  used,  for  instance, 
44,  42,  40,  38°  Be.  The  strongest

bath  is  used  first,  after  which  the 
weaker  baths  are  consecutively 
brought  into  action.  The  total 
time  of  etching  varies  from  20  to 
30  minutes. 

While  the  above  system  is  the 
usual  procedure  in  quality  work, 
cylinders  have  also  been  etched 
with  a  single  solution  of  iron. 
These,  however,  are  emergency 
measures,  where  quality  is  sacri¬ 
ficed  for  speed  in  the  depiction  of 
some  interesting  event,  such  as  the 
finish  of  the  Churchill  Downs 
derby,  held  annually  at  Louisville. 

After  completion  of  etching,  the 
gelatin  resist  is  cleaned  from  the 
cylinder,  any  adhering  asphalt  re¬ 
moved  with  xyolol  or  other  solv¬ 
ents,  and  after  being  given  a 
bright  surface  or  polish,  the  cylin¬ 
der  is  ready  for  printing. 

Space  prohibits  giving  any  de¬ 
tailed  attention  to  rotogravure 
presses,  but  since  roto  printing  is 
intaglio  in  nature,  the  basic  fea¬ 
tures  of  all  rotary  presses  is  a  cop¬ 
per  printing  cylinder  and  a  rubber- 
covered  impression  roller,  with  a 
composition  inking  roller  which  re¬ 
volves  in  a  trough  of  semi-fluid  ink 
and  is  always  in  contact  with  the 
printing  cylinder.  The  whole  of  the 
printing  cylinder  is  flooded  with  a 
film  of  ink,  the  adjustable  “doctor” 
or  flexible  steel  blade  wiping  the 
surplus  ink  from  the  surface  of  the 
cylinder. 

While  this  has  been  the  usual 
arrangement,  no  paper  on  roto¬ 
gravure  would  be  complete  without 
mention  of  the  Adolph  Weiss  cylin¬ 
der  housing,  recently  installed  by 
Alco-Gravure  and  its  subsidiaries. 
In  the  Weiss  process,  the  cylinder 
revolves  and  is  housed  within  a 
drum,  the  drum-like  housing  also 
performing  the  dual  function  of  an 
ink  fountain.  The  doctor  blade  is 
set  slightly  in  advance  and  as  close 
as  possible  to  the  line  of  impres- 
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Sion,  the  blade,  on  its  own  side,  also 
closing  up  the  housing  and  pre¬ 
venting  the  entry  of  air  into  the 
ink  fountain. 

An  ink  of  very  high  volatility  is 
used,  which  is  sprayed  against  the 
cylinder,  the  surplus  falling  to  the 
bottom  of  the  fountain  where  it  is 
filtered  and  pumped  back  for  re¬ 
use.  The  result  is  a  totally  enclosed 
ink  reservoir  and  circulatory  sys¬ 
tem,  preventing  evaporation  of  the 
very  volatile  ink,  the  quick-drying 
nature  of  which  permits  four-color 
gravure  at  speeds  exceeding  20,000 
impressions  per  hour. 

Rotogravure  is  making  tremen¬ 
dous  strides — it  has  been  hailed  as 
“the  process  of  the  future.”  We 
shall  leave  prophecies  to  the 
“prophets,”  but  no  one  can  deny 
the  phenomenal  progress  of  grav¬ 
ure— not  only  in  newspaper  work, 
but  also  in  the  commercial  held,  to 
say  nothing  of  such  special  lines 
of  endeavor  as  the  printing  of  cel¬ 
lophane,  and  even  the  production 
of  postage  stamps! 

One  of  the  greatest  obstacles  to 
gravure  has  been  the  expensive  in¬ 
stallations  required.  But  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  small  sheet-fed  presses, 
for  which  flat  roto  plates  could 
probably  be  made  by  enterprising 
engraving  houses,  merits  at  least 
the  attention  of  the  small  letter- 
press  establishment,  which  sees  its 
business  declining  because  of  the 
inroads  made  by  competitive  print¬ 
ing  processes.

because  it  takes  about  a  day's  run¬ 
ning  to  be  able  to  detect.  Doesn’t 
it  look  to  be  caused  by  a  transfer 
movement  on  account  of  the  edge 
it  leaves  on  the  left-hand  side,  or 
could  it  be  distributor  screws?  The 
lower  case  mat  enclosed  is  a 
new  one  which  has  run  about  two 
days. 

How  are  the  combinations  on  new 
and  old  mats? — M.  K.,  Operator, 
Ionia,  Mich. 

^  Bruises  shown  on  the  upper 
i^*ear  of  your  matrix  samples 
(above  the  reading  face)  indicate 
several  contacts  in  dropping,  the 
first  contact  being  as  the  matrix, 
dropping  through  the  distributor 
channel  entrance,  passes  under¬ 
neath  the  hinged  bar  or  plate  that 
rests  upon  the  channel  entrances 
just  above  the  magazine,  held  by  its 
hinge  rod  at  either  end.  All  mag¬ 
azines  must  have  true  straight-edge 
base  plates  and  upper  plates  at  the 
top  where  mats  enter,  with  a  uni¬ 
form  slight  extra  vertical  clearance 
to  free  the  dropping  mat.  It  often 
happens  that  this  hinged  upper 
plate  becomes  sagged  or  warped 
downward  toward  its  center,  and 
perhaps  the  center  of  the  channel 
entrance  itself  warped  downward 
out  of  a  straight  line,  affecting 
proper  delivery  of  mats  contacting 
the  base  plate  of  the  magazine  in 
that  area.  In  many  machines  the 
clearance  (vertical)  for  ears  of  ma¬ 
trices  passing  under  this  hinged 
plate  into  the  magazine  is  already 
small,  for  control,  and  a  warp  or 
sag  may  contact  the  upper  ears 
excessively  or  even  bind  new  mats 
with  ears  flush  dimension,  causing 
stops,  while  worn  ears  give  no  trou¬ 
ble.  Naturally  this  interference 
produces  corresponding  wear  upon 
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both  mats  and  contacting  parts, 
progressively. 

Open  up  this  hinged  plate  and 
actual  grooves  may  be  found  in  its 
under  surface  where  matrix  ears 
have  contacted  for  years  in  passing 
underneath.  The  plate  should  be 
removed,  polished,  and  carefully 
straightened,  and  adjusted  to  give 
vertical  clearance  to  the  ears  of 
every  mat.  This  wear  will  cease  and 
the  distributor  will  improve  usually. 

Another  point  of  inevitable  wear 
is  where  the  mat  dropping  from  the 
magazine  contacts  the  front  en¬ 
trance  cover,  changing  to  a  vertical 
drop.  Small  battered  overhanging 
bruises  from  this  source  are  often 
smoothed  back  into  the  ear  again 
or  removed  with  a  matrix  ear  file. 
Constant  travel  of  the  mat  upon  its 
lower  small  ear  in  time  reduces  the 
ear  and  creates  expansions*  subject 
to  similar  treatment. 

Your  tooth  combinations  show 
greatest  wear  at  tips  of  teeth  on 
operator  (reference)  side,  suggest¬ 
ing  transfer  slightly  off  center  and 
perhaps  a  worn  bar,  but  the  degree 
of  wear  is  not  serious  on  the  older 
mats  submitted.  New  samples  indi¬ 
cate  the  same  details,  in  lesser  de¬ 
gree.

Ink  Not  Drying 

O  We  are  enclosing  two  cards 
T  which  were  printed  on  an  offset 
machine.  These  were  printed  on 
one  side  on  Thursday  and  hacked 
up  on  Friday.  We  attempted  to  cut 
them  Saturday  and  found  that  they 
offsetted  so  we  placed  them  on  a 
heater  to  dry.  At  various  times 
since  then  we  have  attempted  to 
cut  them  and  find  that  they  still 
offset. 

Can  you  tell  us  what  to  do  to  dry 
these  cards  sufficiently  so  that  we 
can  cut  them  without  offsetting  and 
what  to  do  to  correct  future  trou 
hie? — Rochester,  N.  Y. 

^  Printed  work  regardless  of 
/I  *  whether  it  is  offset  or  direct, 
normally  should  dry  over  night.  If 
this  does  not  occur,  it  is  undoubt¬ 
edly  due  to  ink  not  containing  a 
proper  dryer. 

Your  samples  are  printed  on  a 
hard  material  which  requires  an  ink 
with  good  penetrating  qualities  and 
a  fairly  stiff  dryer. 

Your  problem  should  definitely  be 
recommended  to  your  ink  maker  for 
his  solution.

Printer”  started  out  a  short  time 
ago  as  a  straight  house  organ  for 
this  small  shop,  and  has  almost 
reached  the  estate  of  a  miniature 
magazine  through  the  medium  of 
outside  paid  advertising.  It  seems 
to  me  that  a  thing  of  this  kind 
makes  an  excellent  advertising  me¬ 
dium  for  small  town  printers;  Mr. 
Sims  sends  his  little  booklet  to  all 
rural  route  boxholders  in  his  vi¬ 
cinity,  and  includes  such  vital  items 
as  train  schedules,  and  so  on.  I 
would  suggest  a  more  uniform  for¬ 
mat;  get  a  good  layout  man  to  de¬ 
sign  a  couple  of  issues  for  you  and 
you’ll  have  something,  Mr.  Sims!

erations  in  the  graphic  arts.  That 
man  knows  that  there  are  about 
twenty-five  distinct  kinds  of  busi¬ 
nesses  operated  under  the  general 
appelation  of  “Printing.” 

Another  thing  implied  by  the  in¬ 
voice  is  that  back  of  it  is  a  book¬ 
keeping  system.  That  implication 
is  right  in  many  cases,  but  in  some 
it  is  not  true.  There  are  printers 
who  have  emerged  from  the  pro¬ 
duction  departments  into  the  “front 
office”  who  have  no  idea  of  the  im¬ 
portance  of  proper  bookkeeping 
methods.  Consequently,  they  do  not 
know  definitely  at  the  close  of  the 
year’s  business  how  their  business 
stands. 

“Why  should  I  keep  books?” 
asked  one  printer  who  seldom,  if 
ever,  knows  where  he  is  at,  finan¬ 
cially.  “If  at  the  end  of  the  year 
I  have  money  in  the  bank,  I  know 
I  have  made  a  profit.” 

The  folly  of  such  a  statement  can 
easily  be  appreciated  by  all  persons 
excepting  those  who  conduct  their 
business  without  proper  methods. 
A  visiting  and  studying  tour  of  the 
first  100  printing  plants  listed  in  a 
telephone  directory  of  any  big  city 
would  probably  show  one-half 
without  proper  records. 

The  third  thing  that  a  printer’s 
invoice  implies  is  that  the  price  of 
the  merchandise  or  service  charged 
for,  was  arrived  at  after  due  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  cost  factors  — 
composition,  paper,  cuts,  charge¬ 
able  time,  waste  time,  light,  rent, 
taxes,  presswork,  bindery  opera¬ 
tions,  outside  purchases,  delivery, 
and  all  other  items  that  printers 
must  pay  for  plus  profits.  Volumes 
and  volumes  have  been  written  and 
printed  on  this  phase  of  the  print¬ 
ing  business  —  but  the  sad  fact  re- 
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mains  that  only  about  ten  percent 
of  the  printers  price  their  products 
upon  facts;  they  still  use  prejudiced 
theories.  Consequently,  prices  vary 
as  much  as  50  and  more  percent, 
and  that  is  principally  what  is 
wrong  with  the  printing  business. 
(Some  readers  might  supply 
stronger  language.) 

“Why  do  you  spend  time  poring 
over  these  job  tickets?”  asked  the 
interviewer  of  one  successful  owner 
of  a  plant  employing  about  50  per¬ 
sons.  “Why  don’t  you  turn  that 
work  over  to  a  clerk  and  give  him 
a  schedule  to  charge  from?  You 
have  a  standard  cost  system  and 
you  ought  to  be  able  to  do  that.” 

“I  do  the  pricing  because  I  can 
make  more  money  for  this  business 
by  looking  over  the  prices  and  mak¬ 
ing  changes  after  I  see  the  complete 
record  that  our  cost  finding  system 
shows,”  was  the  answer.  “If  this 
were  a  grocery  business,  a  dry-goods 
store,  a  paper  house,  or  any  other 
business  where  we  were  selling  def¬ 
inite  units  of  merchandise,  the 
pricing  could  be  done  on  a  sched¬ 
uled  basis  and  it  would  be  mere 
routine  for  a  bill  clerk  to  do.  This 
printing  business  is  different  be¬ 
cause  each  ticket  represents  a  cus¬ 
tom  made  job,  and  each  job  is  dif¬ 
ferent.  I  must  have  all  the  facts 
that  the  standard  cost  finding  sys¬ 
tem  and  my  accounting  department 
reveal  to  me,  then  in  the  light  of 
those  facts  and  my  knowledge  of 
the  customers,  I  decide  what  to 
charge.  I  must  assume  and  retain 
this  pricing  responsibility.  I  cannot 
delegate  it  to  any  one  else  in  the 
organization.  When  this  invoice 
goes  to  my  customer,  it  represents 
me.” 

'  It  might  be  assumed  by  a  recipi¬ 
ent  of  an  invoice  from  a  printing 
establishment  that  it  represents 
modern  methods  and  equipmeni. 
However,  a  visit  in  hundreds  of 


printing  plant 
gets  a  Bargain 
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plants  leads  to  the  statement  that 
a  very  large  proportion  of  printerb 
use  slip-shod  methods  of  doing  busi¬ 
ness,  which  it  is  the  hope  of  the 
author  by  this  series  of  “Front-of¬ 
fice”  articles  to  improve.  It  is  in¬ 
creasingly  apparent  that  the  print¬ 
ers  who  are  now  making  profits  and 
will  survive  the  present  tests,  are 
those  who  have  modern  equipment, 
and  trained  production  personnel; 
who  use  approved  front  office  meth¬ 
ods  of  costing  and  pricing;  and  who 
insist  upon  adding  a  profit  to  each 
job  AFTER  they  know  the  facts 
following  its  completion.
